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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Although Applicant has deleted the word "about" from the claims to simplify issues for appeal, they have also 
changed the range in which the pyridone derivative may be added. This raises a new issue and requires a further search to determine If 
the new range would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: in regards to Margolin, the reference does not 
have to disclose examples in order to enable the compositions. It would be obvious to one in the art to look to the prior art to find suitable 
components for each compositon disclosed. Finding a solvent for a compound reported in the art is routine expermentatlon. The choice of 
a particular solvent is within the skill of the art. See "In re Aller", 105 USPQ 233 (C.C.P.A. 1955). Furthermore in Applicant's independent 
claim, it recites a solvent which encompasses solvents other than what Applicant has exemplified in the instant application. Although the 
ointment disclosed by the reference is a "semi solid" the reference discloses syrups, which are liquid preparations. 

In regards to Margolin In view of Iyer, one of skill in the art would look to art such as Iyer for solvents that are used to dissolve poorly 
soluble compounds and solvent used for the intended use. 

in regards to Scheiwe et al., the reference discloses about 9%, which encompasses 10% as claimed by Applicant. 

In regards to Scheiwe et al. in view of Iyer, as discussed above, it would have been reasonable for one of ordinary skill In the art to look to 

the prior art to determine an apporprlate solvent for the compound. .
